"F n der theeae circum 
stances it is necessary that every pos­ 
sible use be made, both for local 
and through freight, of all interior 
waterways, canals, rivers and lakes, 
and this must be done not only a 
generally but as quickly as possible lf 
we are to escape serious congestion. 
"There is mon than sufficient bus­ 
iness for both railway and waterwa 
for many months to come. 
Wher 
ever, therefore, throughout the coun­ 
try a barge or a boat, a scow, a 
lighter or a motor vessel can be made 
to take the place of a railway car, It 
ought to be done. 
Such arrange­ 
ments as are practical

made along all our great waterways 
to develop promptly methods for us­ 
ing the water as a means of trans 
p o ta tio n .

FATAL EXPLOSION AT 


MAHE ISLAND YARD 


Vallejo, Cal., July IO.—An explosion, 
origin as yet unannounced, destroyed 
tin* black powder storehouse of tho 
Mare Islam! navy yard. 
Since Ute United States entered the 
war all entrance* to the navy yard 
have been carefully guarded. 
Thirty injured person* have been 
taken to the navy yard hospital.

m arly all the houses occupied as 
residences by official* aud workmen 
in the Immediate vicinity of the maga­ 
zine were destroyed or badly shat­ 
tered.

house* in South Vallejo, across the 
Kraits facing the yards where the 
magazine in located, were badly dam­ 
aged. 
Most of them had their front* 
blown in and several were unroofed. 
The roof of the roundhouse in that 
city wa* blown off. 
A few minutes after the explosion 
all the naval officers at Mare Island 
and about 1,000 marines and other re­ 
cruits were hurried to the scene. 
The blast was heard as far away aa 
Sacramento, 
where 
buildings 
were 
rocked 
and 
dishes 
shaken 
from 
shelves. It was also felt in Oakland, 
Alameda and Berkeley. 
A searching investigation to deter­ 
mine the cause of the explosion has 
been started. 
The dead are: Allen F. Mackenzie, 
* .bier gunner, bls wife and two daugh­ 
ters, Dorothy, twelve year* old, and 
Mildred, eight; George Staton, a gar­ 
dener employed by Mackenzie, and X. 
C. Damsteadt. a civilian employe. 
The wounded 
include noncommis­ 
sioned officers, enlisted men of the 
navy 
and civilian 
laborer*.

mandant George refused to issue a 
statement as to the probable cause of 
the explosion.

W ashlnton, D. €., July IO—Now 
Is a good time for garden owners in 
m any sections who havt more beets 
of the early crops than they can eat 
in the fr«©li form and an abundance 
of glass jars and tin cans, to can 
baby beets, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


How to Can Baby Beets 
Grade for size, color, and degree 
of ripeners. 
Wash thoroughly, use 
vegetable brush. 
Scald or blanch 
in bot water sufficiently to loosen 
the skin. 
Dip quickly 
into 
cold 
water. 
Scrape or pare to remove 
skin. 
Back whole vegetables, slices. 
or cross-section pieces in hot glass 
jars or tin cans. 
Add bolling hot 
w ater until full. 
Add level teaspoon­ 
ful 
nit to quart, 
f’lace rubbers and 
tops of jars in 
position, 
partially 
seal, but not tight. 
Cap and tin 
cans completely. 
Place on false bot­ 
tom In a vessel of bot water which 
just covers the containers. 
Sterilize 
at bolling tem perature in hot water 
bath canners for 9b minutes. 


Drying Beets 
If th*' early crop of beets in alum 
(Isnt but jars or runs are not avail 
able, the surplus beets may be dried 
for winter use, 
Select young, quickly grown, ten­ 
der beets. 
Wash, peel 
raw. slice 
about «no-e!gth inch thick, and dr> 
over a stove, before an electric fan. 
or in the sun. 
The dried product 
may he packed In paper cartons. In 
paraffined paper bags, baking-powder 
or coffee cans, or other containers 
which will exclude moisture and in ­ 
sects.

Washington, July IO.—Tho last stop 
necessary to niakr the* entire national 
guard available for duty in France was 
taken by President Wilson with the is­ 
suance of a proclamation drafting the 
state troops into the army of the Unit­ 
ed States Aug. 5. 
The guard of New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio, West Virginia, Michigan. 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, North and 
South Lakota and Nebraska will be 
called into the federal service Sunday 
and sent to concentration camps in the 
South, although the draft will not ap­ 
ply formally to them until Aug. 5. 
To make certain the puri>os«* of the 
national defense act is carried out, 
the proclamation also specifically de­ 
clares the men drafted to he discharg­ 
ed from the old militia, status on that 
date.
